he Christmas season is a beau- 

tiful and joyful riot of symbols, 

stories and meaning. Perhaps if 
we explore some of its origins and 
Purposes we can see the connected- 
ness and derive even more pleasure 
and meaning from it.

Albany may 


get marina 


Developer is interested in waterfront growth

LBANY — A Tiburon-based developer has ex- 
AGES: interest in developing Albany's waterfront 

on the basis of a master plan completed six years 
ago. 


In a recent letter to the City Council, Howard Cohen 
proposed to lease and develop the part of Albany’s wa- 
terfront now occupied by the Albany landfill in partner- 
ship with a planner who worked on the Richmond Mari- 
na. 

The master plan for the area, drawn up by the plan- 
ning and engineering firm Environ in 1976, envisions a 
marina, recreational facilities and public park on the 
site. 

In a telephone interview, Cohen said his proposal is 
still in the preliminary stage, but that he and associates 
“are willing to invest some time and money” to see wheth- 
er the project is feasible. 

“We feel it’s probably a relatively advantageous time 
to do it,” he said. “‘We hope that we can get our building 
costs down.” 

It also would be preferable to develop the site before 
the state starts reconstruction of the local highway system, 
he added. 

Cohen described himself as a management consultant 
and real estate investor with active interests in both the 
United Kingdom and California. He also has developed 
residential and commercial properties in South Africa and 
Australia.

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By profession, he is a chartered accountant — the 
{British version of a CPA. 

If he takes on the Albany waterfront development, he 
would be joined by attorney Anthony Wright of Thomp- 
son and Wright, an architectural and planning firm which 
worked on the Richmond Marina. 

Cohen said he likes the idea of developing a marina, 
and was involved in one marina project in the Seychelles a 
long time ago. “Regrettably, I never got to see it built 
because the government changed.” 

On the Albany project, he would want to work in 
“harmony” with the city, he said. “So many developers go 
into a development where a city has a project and they 
Tape the city... They try everything to maximize profits.” 

Cohen said his proposal would include a large fishing 
pier with public access and would take into consideration 
the need to protect the tidelands. 

But he emphasized that firm plans still are quite a way 
off, saying, ‘There are lots of hurdles to be overcome.” 

Perhaps the most difficult initial obstacle is the long- 
standing legal battle over the landfill. The city initiated 
proceedings to shut the landfill some seven years ago, but 
the operator subsequently filed two lawsuits to prevent it 
and has continued stockpiling materials at the site 

Albany Administrative Officer William Haden said 
he has received many inquiries from people interested in 
waterfront development, but most of them fall through. 
“This guy seems the most interested,” he said of Cohen. 

Cohen’s letter to the City Council has been referred 
to the Waterfront Committee, which will discuss the mat- 
ter Jan. 13. Cohen said he will be at that meeting 
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as the Eastern Orthodox churches 
centered in Eastern Mediterranean 
lands.

The scriptural story is about the 
star and the visit of the wise astrolo- 
gers — even they come to worship 
and give to him who was sent for all 
humankind, Don’t try to literalize 
these details or tie them down to re- 
corded history — no one has ever 
been able to do it. It’s also beside the 
point, for the inspired author is using 
sublime poetry and picture language 
to express meaning that no ordinary 
words could do. 

The feast of Christmas and its fol- 
lowing season of 12 days carries with 
it much of the same meaning as 
Epiphany, but there are some di- 
ferences, and it orignated in different 
lands where thought patterns were 
different. To combat an early false 
teaching about Jesus (‘‘dotetism’’)

that he was really solely God and only 
seemed to be a human person, the 
more historically and literally minded 
churches in “the West” (North Afri- 
ca, Italy, Northern and Western Eu- 
rope) got particularly interested in 
the details of Jesus’ origins. Thus 
came the stories of the Annunciation, 
conception, John Baptist, birth, 
(Jewish) shepherds and the manger at 
the inn. 

Even though these stories are from 
a more literal and historical time and 
place than the Eastern Epiphany 
stories, once again we make an im- 
possible and unproductive task for 
ourselves if we try to uphold or refute 
details by our own historical, literal 
and scientific standards. No, we must 
allow the authors to speak to us of 
history and meaning that only picture 
language can express. And who could 
do better than use these accounts to 
say that the origin of Jesus was none 
other than in God himself, that he 
was sent to us as a fully human per- 
son, and that his coming was of cos- 
mic (angelic) implications. 

Thus Christmas and Epiphany are 
in many ways ‘twin feasts,’’ with 
much of the same meaning, yet each 
expressed in the thought patterns of 
its age and location. Their dates, 
which no one pretends to be accurate, 
were consciously chosen to compete 
with pagan festivals (Jan. 6 for 
Epiphany in the East and Dec. 25 for 
Christmas in the West). Each story — 


mit for six weeks posed no problems

Magi and Star for Epiphany, and 
Shepherds and Angels for Christmas, 
contributes its rich symbols and eter- 
nal meaning from age to age. 

In the interchange of Christian ob- 
servances in the first few centuries 
following Jesus’ time, the Eastern 
churches added the Western Christ- 
mas, while keeping their own Epipha- 
ny as primary. The same was true in 
the Western churches: they added 
Epiphany and its stories while keep- 
ing their own Christmas and its story 
as primary. 


And this process of expanding ob- 
servances has continued ever since, 
both from religious and non-religious 
sources. The evergreens, snow and 
St. Nicholas (Santa Claus) of North- 
ern Europe are probably the most 
observed, but most cultures have 
added ones that are meaningful to 
their own time and place. After all, 
Christmas cards originated in our 
culture in ust the last century. 


Massive gift-giving has made the — 


weeks before Christmas more impor- 
tant than the ‘“‘proper” season of the 
12 days following. The pre-Christmas 
four-week season of Advent has be- 
come essentially a long preparation 
for the Feast. And in this season re- 
tail merchants, instead of pricing 
goods at their highest value, now 
provide us with some of the best bar- 
gain sales of the year!

Asked whether the council had any 
legal right to accept some applica- 
tions while rejecting others if an ex- 
cess came in, Zweben said the city 
ought to be able to avoid such a si- 
tuation.

County vies for Medi-Cal

While the state is at- 
tempting to cut spiraling 
Medi-Cal costs through 
competitive bidding be- 
tween hospitals, Contra 
Costa County has deve- 
loped an innovative plan of 
its own that could leave 
some local hospitals out of 
the money. 

“The Board of Supervi- 
sors seeks to control health 
care, and not be at the 
whim of the state,’ said 
Robert Kaplan, county 
health plan administrator. 

“If our proposal is ap- 
proved,” Kaplan said, “this 
county would become the 
exclusive Medi-Cal con- 
tractor here under a master 
contract. There would be 
less outside interference 
under the new setup.” 

The proposal would 
allow the county to sub- 
contract Medi-Cal services 
to local hospitals, which 
would be chosen by the 
same competitive bidding 
system now being tested by 
the state. 

Hospitals selected in the 
bidding would have a mo- 
nopoly on Medi-Cal busi- 
ness in their areas. Those 
-hospitals not selected 
would lose all their current 
Medi-Cal business, a finan- 
cial blow that could deeply 
hurt two West County 
medical facilities. 

County Health Services 
Director Arnold Leff plans 
to submit the proposal to 


the state by early January. 
Approval must come from 
state and federal levels. 

The Legislature paved 
the way for the county’s 
plan this summer when it 
authorized the competitive 
bidding system in hopes of 
reducing the burgeoning $5 
billion state Medi-Cal pro- 
gram to manageable size by 
forcing hospitals to cut 
costs. 

Locally, West County 
hospital officials are trying 
to familiarize themselves 
with the possible changes 
on their operations that 
could result from the new 
system. 

Brookside Hospital spo- 
kesman Fraser Felter said 
that facilty’s board of 
directors was meeting to 
review possibilities if the 
county obtains a master 
contract from the state or 
fails in the attempt. 

“In any event, we would 
be faced with submitting a 
bid for a Medi-Cal con- 
tract,”’ Felter said. 

Nearly half of Contra 
Costa’s 50,000 Medi-Cal 
recipients live in the West 
County, which contains 
only a third of the county’s 
population. 

Four hospitals serve the 
West County — Brookside 
in San Pablo, Doctors Hos- 
pital in Pinole, and Kaiser 
and Richmond hospitals in 
Richmond, 

Because the County Hos- 
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pital is located in Martinez, 
Kaplan said it is likely that 
“one or two”’ West County 
hospitals will be chosen to 
provide Medi-Cal services. 

“The County Hospital 
cannot handle the entire 
load,” he said. 

Criteria being considered 
for selection include low 
bids, quality of services and 
easy access for the poor, he 
said. 

Local hospitals have a 
varying degree of depen- 
dency on Medi-Cal busi- 
ness. 

About 40 percent of 
Richmond Hospital’s pa- 
tients use Medi-Cal. At 
Brookside the figure is 
about 15 percent, at Doc- 
tors less than 5 percent, and 
at Kaiser, which serves 
mainly its own members, it 
is negligible. 

Under the traditional 
system, a Medi-Cal recipi- 
ent was able to choose any 
hospital or physician he 
desired and the state paid 
the cost. 

The competitive bidding 
system established a num- 
ber of Medi-Cal “regions” 
in the state. In each region 
several hospitals would be- 
come the exclusive provid- 
ers of Medi-Cal care. 

In San Francisco, for ex- 
ample, nine hospitals were 
recently chosen by the state 
as providers. 

Other regions include 
Alameda County, San 
Diego, Los Angeles and 
Orange County. 

State Medi-Cal director 
William Guy is expected to 
select about 150 more hos- 
pitals within a few weeks. 
This means about 400 other 
hospitals will be excluded 
statewide from treating 
Medi-Cal patients except in 
emergencies. 

Competing hospitals 
must submit bids in the 
form of an all-inclusive 
daily rate, applied regard- 
less of the types of treat- 
ment or surgical proce- 
dure. 

Opponents to this system 
argue that competitive bid- 
ding will mean a return to 
“two tier’’ hospital care, 


with Medi-Cal patients 
being on the lower tier. 
Local hospital representa- 
tives have no comment on 
that. State authorities deny 
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Leff’s proposal to replace 
the state with the county in 
Contra Costa as the con- 
tractor of medical services 
is considered a potential 
“pilot project’? by other 
counties, according to 
county health official Ka- 
plan. 

“Regionalization”’ of 
Contra Costa County is 
being held in limbo by the 


-state pending the outcome, 


of Leff’s application. ; 

“Our county is ahead of 
other counties in this kind 
of thing,’’ Kaplan said, cit- 
ing Contra Costa’s existing 
health maintenance organi- 
zation that provides for 
county employees, private 
individuals and “medically 
indigent adults.” 

The county has about 
11,000 members in its 
health plan, including 
about 5,000 medically indi- 
gent adults who were re- 
cently added to the rolls. 

Brookside Hospital is 
likely to submit a bid to 
continue its Medi-Cal ser- 
vices, said Felter, who de< 
clined to estimate the finan- 
cial impact on the hospital 
if it lost all Medi-Cal busi- 
ness. 

Richmond Hospital ad- 
ministrator George Wacker 
said the 23rd Street facility 
will submit a bid. Failure to 
obtain a Medi-Cal contract 
could trigger a crisis at the 
hospital because of its large 
percentage of Medi-Cal 
patients, Wacker admit- 
ted. 

“We already have a con- 
tract with the county under 
its present Key Plan that 
includes county employ- 
ees,”’ he said. “This and 
our good geographical lo- 
cation for serving low-in- 
come people leaves us op- 
timistic.” 

Even with a Medi-Cal 


contract, the financial si-_ 


tuation is not rosy, Wacker 
said, because the hospital 
receives 69 cents on the 
dollar for each Medi-Cal 
patient as reimbursement 
by the state. 

Doctors Hospital admin- 
istrator John Rinset said 
loss of Medi-Cal contract 
would not have a heavy 
impact upon the hospital 
because there is less than 5 
percent such patients 
there.

R new books from a prolific local author & AN 


“My cousin served that to me in Hong Kong two years 
ago, and I worked out this recipe from that. I did change it 
a little; I put in garlic and green onions,” she said. 

The new Szechuan cookbook took her a year to do. “I 
watched other people play on the weekend. I stayed home 
to write.”” 

Each recipe is presented in careful steps. Low also 
describes how much of the dish can be made in advance — 
“some people think that Chinese cooking is all done at the 
last minute” — and what substitutions can be made. 

The book’s glossary of ingredients not only describes 
their uses, but also gives storage advice and shows the Chi- 
nese characters, in order to help shoppers in an unfamiliar 
store. 

The tricks and techniques were developed not only in 
Low’s kitchen, but also in her classroom. She also learned 
from her experience in doing her first book, Chopsticks, 
Cleaver and Wok, which she self-published in 1974, and 
which is now in its sixth printing, 

“The step-by-step technique may waste paper, but my 
students appreciate it. I don’t tell them how to do things, I 
show them,” she said. 

Her courses stress home-style cooking, and Low 
wants people to know what a dish is supposed to taste like. 
So, although she knows that people can fix a shortcut Mo 
Shu Pork using flour tortillas, she will teach them how to 
make the authentic-pancakes. 

“That’s my duty,” she says. 

It also appears to be her pleasure, for Low said that 
even though she might become a millionaire someday, she 
would hate to stop teaching. Now she dreams of a restau- 
rant — “with a good atmosphere, good food and good 
service” — the kind of place her students can come to 
when she eventually retires from teachng. 

Low was certainly not brought up to expect a career in 
food-preparation. A native of Hong Kong, Low was sent 
to America to study. She spoke little English and knew 
less about cooking. 

“My mother sent me here to go to school and make 
lots of money. I’m still working on that,” she said with a 
smile. 

She appreciates what she called ‘‘the good life” that 
she has built for herself in the United States. “You take it 
for granted until you go on a trip and see other places,” 
she said. 

Low herself grew up in a privileged environment. 

“When I was a child, we had servants. I was in big 
trouble when I got married,” she recalled with a laugh. 

She started learning how to cook, and she still cooks 
for her family, which includes two grown daughters. 

“We eat a lot of vegetables. We don’t eat so much 
meat. I eat two bowls of rice every night, and I am still 
under 99 pounds,” she said, 

Food is not only her business, but her recreation as 
well. She enjoys eating out — in Chinatown — with family 
and friends. 

“When a big family or friends get together, the favor- 
ite topic is eating,” she said. 

That’s a big interest of her cooking students as well. 
For the past several years, Low has led an annual tour of 
China. The tours feature visits to cultural and historical 
sites; “when my students go on the tour, we still talk about 
food.”

Jennie’s Spare Ribs 

(serves 5) 

2 Ib. pork spareribs 

2 qt. water 

1 tbsp. oil 

2 tsp. finely chopped garlic 

1/2 cup cold water 

2 tbsp. white wine 

2 1/2 tbsp. white vinegar or cider vinegar 

3 tbsp. sugar 

4 tbsp. dark or thin soy sauce 

2 green onions, finely chopped 


1. Have your butcher cut spareribs into strips 1 1/2 
inches’ wide, Cut rib bones apart; trim off fat. 

2. Bring 2 qt. water to a boil. Parboil meat for 3 mi- 
nutes. Drain well. 

3. Heat wok (or saucepan). Add oil, garlic, and 
spareribs. Stir-fry for 3 minutes over high heat. Add 1/2 
cup cold water, white wine, vinegar, sugar and soy sauce. 
Bring to a fast boil. Reduce to medium heat. Cover and 
cook for 40 minutes. (Check liquid occasionally. Add 
more water if necessary. ) 

4. Remove to a platter (including liquid). Garnish 
with green onions. Serve. 


Advance preparation: The entire recipe may be pre- 
pared in advanced and refrigerated. It keeps well for se- 
veral days. It may be kept warm in a covered casserole in a 
low oven for up to an hour. 


Serving suggestion: This dish goes well with steamed 
Tice. (The juice is very tasty.) 


Variation; Substitute raw chicken parts. Leave thighs 
and drumsticks whole; cut whole breast into 6 equal parts. 
Omit the parboiling. Beef ribs cut into 2-inch pieces are 
also delicious cooked ‘this way (without parboiling). 
Cooking time remains ‘the same for both variations.

1 bunch broccoli (about 1 1/4 Ib.)

1. Peel off tough outer covering from broccoli stems. 
Cut stems and flowerettes diagonally into 1 1/2-inch 
pieces. 

2. Place 3 1/2 tbsp. oil in a small saucepan. Set 
aside. 

3. Bring 1 1/2 quart water to a boil. Add broccoli and 
cook, uncovered, for 2 minutes over high heat. (Start 
timing immediately. Do not wait until water returns to a 
boil.) Drain. Pa 

4. While broccoli is draining, heat oil for 1 minute 
over high heat. Place broccoli in a shallow dish and im- 
mediately pour hot oil over it. (Oil should be so hot that it 
sizzles when poured over vegetable.) 

5. Pour oyster sauce over broccoli. Mix well and serve 
immediately. 


Advance preparation: Steps 1 and 2 may be done a 
few hours in advance. Keep at room temperature. 


Variation: Try zucchini, Swiss chard, bok choy, as- 
Paragus, cabbage, or Napa cabbage prepared this way. 
They all require the same cooking time.

Christy Leard is raising a 
puppy she can’t keep for a 
person she doesn’t know. 

Leard, 17, dreads the day 
she must bid farewell to the 
lovable 56-pound golden 
retriever that has become 
her best friend. 

But the El Cerrito High 
School senior has known 
the sad day would come 
since she joined a Pinole 4- 
H program to train guide 
dogs for the blind. 

“It’s gonna be a tear- 
jerker,”’ Leard said, petting 
the long tan fur of her 
playful puppy, Rio. “Giv- 
ing her up will be the har- 
dest part. You have fun for 
a year and a half, and then 
the dog has to leave.” 

Leard, a blonde,. blue- 
eyed animal lover, wore a 
green t-shirt inscribed, 
“Happiness is a Guide Dog 
Puppy.” 

The words are true, she 
says. 

Leard accepted Rio in 
February and the two have 
become inseparable. They 
take walks together. At- 
tend meetings together. 
Sleep in the same room. 
Travel in the same car. 

“The advantage of this 
program is that I get to 
have another puppy 


around,” Leard said with a 
smile. Yon «have 
=, something to give your love 
.to. You can watch the dog 
grow up — it’s like having 
your own kid.”’ 

Rio legally belongs to 
San Rafael’s Guide Dogs 
for the Blind school, which 
will provide the final, in- 
tensive training before the 
. dog is given away to a blind 
master next year. 

Leard is preparing her- 
self already. 

“At graduation, I'll get 
to present the dog to the 
blind person,” she says. 
“T’m just wondering how 
Rio will act. Is she gonna 
behave and calm down, or 
be a spastic puppy?” 

The question remains 
unanswered as Rio ambles 
across the Leards’ living 
room. Like most puppies, 
the dog’s feet are’a little too 
big and it moves clumsily. 

“When my friends hear 


about this program, they 
just kind of go, ‘Wow, 
you’re doing something 
neat,’ ’’ she said, “‘The 
most common question I 
get is, ‘How can you give 
her up?’ Then they say, ‘I 
could’never do that.’ ” 

Twice each month, 
Leard takes Rio to meet- 
ings in Walnut Creek, 
where other “‘puppy 
raisers’ discuss their prob- 
lems and practice teaching 
techniques under the 
watchful eye of trainer Bob 
Leffmann.

With a better hand that 
included another ace, North 
would have bid six himself 
to invite seven. With a less 
desirable hand that did not 
include both the king of dia- 
monds and queen of spades, 
North would double to sug- 
gest that a slam contract 
would be undesirable. 

The defense gave South a 
tough early problem. East 
overtook his partner's queen 
of clubs ana led back the 
nine of hearts. 

After long thought, South 
decided that East surely 
held the heart king and that 
diamonds would not break 3- 
2. He gasped, took the 
finesse and lived epphy 
ever after since it worked.

Create winter arrangements with flowers 


Bulb flowers, imagination, 
and a few tricks of the trade are 
the three key ingredients that 
can transform a lover of flow- 
ers into a creator of floral art. 


The time to let your creative 
juices flow is in winter, when 
the earth is dormant, but florist 
shops are filled with brilliantly 
colorful tulips, daffodils, hya- 
cinths and irises. 

The warmth of May will 
seem less distant, and the chill 
of winter less biting, when a 
room is decorated and per- 
fumed by an arrangement 
created from spring blossoms. 


The initial step, and the first 
“‘trick,’’ is to select flowers 
that are still in the bud stage. 
Fully opened blooms will pass 
their prime too quickly. 

Choose tulip buds whose 
colors are barely revealed. 
The florets of hyacinth should

be tightly clustered and the 
palest of blue, pink, or white. 
Daffodil buds should be 
swelled and their upper stems 
gracefully arched like the neck 
of a swan. 

Do not be surprised if the 
flowers are slightly wilted by 
the time they are brought 
home. To revive them, do 
what professional florists do: 
“harden”’ them. This means 
infusing the flowers with wa- 
ter. 

First, remove a quarter of an 
inch from the bottom of each 
stem with a sharp knife. Then 
wrap the stems and blossoms 
in wax paper. 

With daffodils, wrap the 
stems but not the flower buds. 
All bunches must be wrapped 
securely to keep the stems 
straight when they absorb the 
water. 

Fill a deep bucket with six
